THE PROROaATION. 

TeD months of legielation 1 Too contiou- 
0U»' moDtbr of dsbats and law-making ! 
Surely the Statute Book mnat bavo grown 
beyond all proportiona. Too months ol 
springtime tillage — surely Ihero are not 
roopera to gathor in thn enormous harveat 
VVl'at sheafs, what shooka, what stacks of po- 
litical grain rise np before the imagioation ol 
the bopeial. but' perplexod husbandman. 
The harvest is at band, the prorogation 
comes, and His Escelleooy gathers in the 
orop of the paat year. Il is meet that the 
important occasion should bo conductod with 
all the pomp and gravity which cuslom has 
time out of mind awarded il. When the 
oriental fruit orop is ready for gathering, 
,the stately herald at the bead of bis grand 
prooessioD, acoompanied by fancifal flouriih- 
es of telephonic trumpets, majestically an- 
nouDoes the important fact. " In the name 
of the Prophet," says this illustrious promul- 
gator of pleasing intelligence — " In the 
name of the Prophet— Figs." Ordinary and 
unacDtimental mortals may think tbo an- 
nonnoemant searoeiy worth tba ceremony— 
may in (act feel disgusted that so much '* pomp 
and vanity" should be employed in herald- 
ing a very common place event ; but thi'j are 
very ordinary mortals indeed, and have nn 
appreciation of the proprieties. When His 
£.xcelleooy ascends the stops leading to the 
ball of wisdom in wbieh the beteroolite hep- 
tarchy sit, it is only right that military hon- 
ors should bo shown and that the national 
anthem should burst forth from the brazen 
band ; when ha takes hia place on tliat sa- 
cred bench which represents the ThroDO, it ia 
meet that every head should bow, and every 
heart beat with awe ; when be reads that 
list of laws nnder which the people of Yan- 
oonvsr Island are hoDCcforth to live, 
it is the well-founded etiquette of the ooca- 
sion to preserve a breathless silence. VVc 
ar3 glad to say the people bare performed 
their part of the ceremony, and wo have no 
doabt Governor Kennedy sxeroiaed bis funo 
tlons as wall as Boyalty itself. Bat what 
sbali wesay of the " speiaob from the throne " 
— what shall \rs say of (be legislative harvest 
" In the name of the Prophet" there are not 
even '' fijja." The otienlals, with all iheir 
imposing formalitiea, have something sweet 
and substantial to offer ; but hero is a bubble 
without the soap-suds ; hero, instead of a 
staok of nnttltiona grain, we are presented 
irith a measnre of the most undoubted ohafT ; 
the shell is placed in our bands without the 
oyster, the etooe witbont the plum. 

Out of the fifteen Acts, the titles of which 
His Excellency read to both Houses oa Fri 
day, will the pnblio believe there are only si.^: 
that are not money bills ? and out of even these 
six there are two that are merely nominal — ibo 
Telegraph Amendment Act and the provi- 
sional Act for electing Mayor and Oounoi 
lors. The other four ate the Land Kej^istry 
Act, the Juries in Civil Caaes Act, the Com- 
mon Sohoola Act, and the Barristers and 
Attorneys Act. We ventnre to say, in th j 
whole history of colonial or any other Qov- 
ernment, there has never been so gross an 
outrage as this practised upon any represen- 
tative Asjcmbly. Out of all the numerous, 
ond wo must say e."ccellent measures, which 
were introduced and carried through tha 
House the present session. His Excellenoy in 
the pomp and parade of Royally, presents 
ns with the beggarly offering of four Acta of 
Legislature! lo proportion, however, as 
the Executive has been deteriniood to oppose 
tho popular will on ordinary matters of Icgim 
lotion it has shown its anxiety to concur in 
every conceivable sohcmo for raising rovenuo' 
DO less than nine bills, either in th« form of 
bills of supply or bills of taxation bavin<: 
become law. Wo cannot say what were His 
PIxcellency's feelings in reading the speecli 
of prorogation on Friday last ; but we feel 
convinced there was not u spuctntor preaeiil 
who did not sink witli ah.^md at th9 piliable 
burlesque that was being played with public 
interests. There was not a parson (who did 
n5task bimseli where all the labors of the 
people's representatives had been hidden. 
Every one knew that a Homestead bill had 
passed tha Assembly, protecting the wife 
and family of tho unfortunate oV dissolute — 
every one was aware thataaucoessful attempt 
had been made to abolish imprisonment for 
debt ; thai bills bad passed the Lower Honsa 
to protect the artisan by a lien law ; to 
enlarge the political privileges of the popu- 
lation by nn uiuenJud Irancliisa ; to protect 
t'lo public against fulao weights and measures ; 
to givo to juBlicos of the peacu an axtendoJ 
power of adjudication iu civil casos ; to pro 
serve Iho estates of intestates ; to ro^'jlate 
the desoent of real properly ; and to abolish 
the present restriotiona and anomalies in re- 
lation to foreign debts. Where were these and 
numerous other measures the Assembly Imd, 
after tha expenditure of much time and iatior, 
completed and forwarded lo tho Upper 
House 1 His Exoellency could have answer- 
ed—" Killed, through my orders, or with my 
consent." Never was there a more unsatis- 
factory terminalion to any logialative sitting. 
It would seem indeed that tho only vocation 
the people's representatives bad was to vote 
whatuver money tho Eieontiva nsUod, and 
ihen to go about their private nfTaifs. They 
had no bnsincss lo raaka laws like the 
Homestead bill, that would keep men in the 
ooontry; no business lo prevent the disgraoe- 
fal praotice of skedaddling, by the abolition 
of imprisonment for debt ; uo business in 
fact to do anything thai was praotioal to 
benefit the people or lha colony. Tho next 
])rorogation spoaoh we will goaraoteo, how- 
ever, will contain a different result, and 
■bow Im money roted and more work per- 
formed.

In reply I would 
Plate that ive have not only tried, but hare ob 
tainod tho oignatures of all the parties we called 
on, with two exceptions ; ono of whom ohjected 
on tho ground that ho waa a particular friend of 
Manotta's, and would not sign against him, but 
acknowledged tbe fairnesa of our complaint. 
Ho further asserts that on leaving hi3 employ I 
opened a saloon ncit door to liim, aud tl.st he of- 
fered mo no op[M)siti,)ii.— Tliis is incorrect, for I 
did not open a saluoii, but hou^lit uut an old 
established business, and wjiich I contend I liad n 
pirfeot right to do, and that he had no power to 
oppose ur. One word farther : does Mr. MaQciu 
think that because he has laid out a large num of 
money in Victoria that such outlay justilios liim in 
a monopoly which ro.ifirin would conddmn and 
law prohibit ? I maintain, however, that although 
I may not bo as aelt-iinportant a citizen at Mr. 
Manetta, yet that I am equally ns good an one] 
and but for hia injudicious rusliing into print] 
should have calmly waited tne decision of the 
Uenob, whom I am assured will, re>;«rdlcsa of Mr. 
Manetta's "doUara weight," impartially docido the 
subject before tbem.

bis .'•toniacb ; ho returned lo the ground lluor 
saying, " Hilly bus killed iiio," and bliottly 
nitor cipired. Intense excitcmont had now 
brought a crowd of polioemou, who wore 
urniud with niuskuls and ntuliunod at a win- 
diiw on tho opposite side of Clay Btroet, and 
one ol iluun catoliiug sight of him firod and 
missed him. Mulligiiii Ibon oamo down to 
tbo second story and paiacd out of n door- 
way, whon ho was shot through tho heod 
nnd instaDtiy killed.
